THE COLLISION BETWEEN B. Mw. 8.4. 


The Dragon left Shanghai yesterday, 
bound for Nagasaki. The night was very 
dark, Nothing unusual happened till about 
eleven o'clock, when the ‘Dragon was near 
the lightship. A ‘light was then noticed 
ahead, It wan supposed to be at the mast. 
head of a vessel or, of a pilot boat lying at 
anchor. Had this supposition been correct, | 
there would have been no danger ti fear, 
and the terrible catastrophe which happen- 


ed a few seconds later would not havo |}, 


eccurred,. The Dragon was then going at 
foll speed, twelve or fourteeon knots on 
her course. Captain Grevatt was on the 
bridge at the time, The night, as we havo 
said, was vory dark, and it was imposaiblo 
to see any distance, ahead. Suddenly 4 
ago black mans,—which subsequently 
proved to be Her Majeaty’s gun-boat frolic, 

—grossed the Dragon's bows ; and tho next 
moment the two vessels had mot, , 

The shock of the collision, it may truth- 

fully be sald, wes beyond desorlption ; but 
the best notion of the effect may perhaps 
be had by calling to mind the ease and 
certainty with which a cheose-cutter will 
slice’off a piece of cheese, Indeed, for the 
moment, it did seem that the Dragon had 
out the frolic into two, The latter vessel 
osreoned over, and the Dragon was lying 
half way across her, She was struck be-. 
tween the main and the mizen masts, Had 
phe been a wooden vessel the probability ia 
that a clean cut would have been lo 
through her; as {t was the ahaft or other 
iron work must have arrested the progress 
of the Dragon, The moment before’ the 
collision, Captain Grevatt reversed his 
engines and the helm of the Yrolio was put 
hard-sport.. But both vessels thon 
had too much welgh on them for the 
collision to be avolded. The causo 
and clroumstances of the catastrophe 
will of course be the subject of an official 
enquiry; and {t would be promaturo to 
express an opinion on so important a point. 
But we understand that the officers of the 
Dragon afirm that the gunboat had no 
aide-lights burning.. The Captain of tho 
Dragon shouted to know why the other 
veusel had not those usual and compulsory 
precautions ; and an answer was returned. 
to the effect that ''the aldelights were out,” 
Captain Grevatt then asked **Do you mean 
out altogether 1”. No answer waa returned 
to this, if Indeed the question were heard.’ 
The state of affaira'on board the frolic had 
now become very serious ; and the aatoty 
of the officers and craw demanded immediate 
attention, An order was given by her 
commander to man the boats, and then an 
enquiry was shonted to Captain Grovatt 
«© Will you stand by me?” . Captain Grevatt 
immediately replied ** Yea ;” and remained 
near till deylight this morning. The nature 
of the'damago to the Dragon was then 
ascertained, Nearly all the injury wan 
above water-mark, Several of the plates 
on both sides of her bow were dented and 
there were about four feet of water in the 
hold. ‘It may seom extraordinary that she 
should not have been more injured cbn- 


sidering the extensive damage she had 
caused to the gunboat. =|
